Moi assumes leadership 

President Kenyatta dies 


NAIROBI, Aug. 22 (Agen- 
cies) — Jomo Kenyatta, who 
Jed Kenya to indepeufeoce 
and: inspired nationalism in 
other African colonies, died 
in bis sleep Tuesday. 

Kenyatta, jailed by British 
authorities as a leader of the 
bloody Mau Mau rebellion in 
the 1950’s, was president of 
Kenya for nearly 14 years. He 
was about 89. 

The nation of 16 million was 
stunned when the state radio 
announced that Kenyatta — 
known as “Burning Spear" to 
his Kikuyu tribesmen — died 
peacefully at bis presidential 
residence m the Indian 
Ocean port of Mombasa 
at 3.30 tun. (0030 GMT). 

Shops and offices shut in 
Nairobi and Mombasa as the 
radio told the people to remain 
calm “at this moment of 
shock." 

Daniel Arap Moi, vice-presi- 
dent since 1967, was sworn in 
as acting head of state. 

Moi, regarded as the favorite 
to succeed Kenyatta. will have 
limited presidential powers for 
90 days in which time a new 
leader must be elected under 
the constitution. 

The cabinet met in state 
house on the outskirts of Nai- 
robi after Kenya tta’s body was

flown with an escort of four 
jei fighters from Mombasa. 

Cabinet ministers told repor- 
ters his body would lie in state 
for 10 days and national 
mourning would last one 
month. 

Foreign Minister Mimyua 
Waiyaki said the country's sole 
political party, the Kenya Afri- 
can National Union (KANU), 
would hold a national congress 
of delegates after the slate 
funeral next week. 

The KANU congress would 
choose its candidate for the 
presidential election to be held 
within the next three months, 
he said. 

Kenyatta, burly and bearded 
and with a gift for spell-bind- 


ing oratory, moulded Kenya 
into a viable, stable and pros- 
perous country. 

A revered father figure to his 
people, he was also a respected 
and influential voice in African 
politics. 

With jewelled fly whisk in 
hand, he ruled the east African 
state with a power that was un- 
challenged over the years since 
he became the first president 
in December, 1964 — exactly a 
year after independence. 
Kenyatta had a history of 
heart trouble and rarely travel- 
led outside Kenya. 

The radio did not disclose 
the cause of death. 

His lifetime saw the arrival 
of European missionaries, cons- 
truction of a railway to the 
Kenyan highlands, the transi- 
tion to independence and de- 
velopment of one of the most 
modem economies in Africa. 

Kenyatta was hailed by gov- 
ernment leaders Tuesday as an 
“inspired leader," an “untiring 
fighter for freedom and inde- 
pendence,” and “a major figure 
of our time." 

British Prime Minister James 
Callaghan called him an “ins- 
pired leader" of the former Bri- 
tish colony.

Israel declines to facilitate 
U.N. South Lebanon mission 


TEL AVIV, Aug. 22 (Agen- 
cies) — United Nations Under 
Secretary-General Brian Urqu- 
hart finished his mission to Is- 
rael Tuesday, having apparent- 
ly failed to enlist Israel's sup- 
port for deploying Lebanese go- 
vernment forces in South Leba- 
non. 

Government sources said Is- 
raeli leaders declined to offer 
assistance in smoothing a way 
for the Lebanese troops through 
rightist enclaves in South Leba- 
non’s Eastern Sector. 

Urquhart held talks Mon- 
day with Foreign Minister Mo- 


she Dayan. Defense Minister 
Ezer Weizman and the Israeli 
chief of staff, MajL-Gen. Ra- 
fael Eitan. 

U.N. sources said Urquhart 
had hoped the Israelis would 
seek to persuade Lebanese 
right-wing militiamen to let th- 
rough the Lebanese govern- 
ment battalion that has been 
pinned down for three weeks 
near the town of Kawkaba 
Urquhart flew from here to 
Beirut where he briefed officials 
on his Israeli talks and was due 
to return Tuesday night to cat- 
ch a plane for New York. 


U.N. sources said that com- 
manders of the United Nations 
Interim Force in' Lebanon 
(UNIHL) are growing increa- 
singly anxious at the failure 
to deploy Lebanese government 
forces in the area. 

Reestablishing Beirut govern- 
ment authority in the South is 
a major part of the UNIF1L 
mandate. It was one of the 
chief reasons U.N. troops were 
sent to take over control from 
the Israeli forces who invaded 
South Lebanon last March. 

UNIFIL’s six-month man- 
date is due to expire SepL 18. 
U.N. commanders had hoped 
to have Lebanese regular 
troops substantially deployed by 
then. 

But U.N. sources said Israeli 
leaders and the rightist forces 
they support apparently share 
an apprehension that the Leba- 
nese regutar troops are at least 
partly controlled by Syria, and 
would introduce Syrian influen- 
ce south of the strategic Litani 
River. 

U.N. commanders ~ estimate 
that UiNIFIL now controls 
about 70 per cent of the area 
prescribed by its mandate. But' 
there is little sign of Lebanese 
righl-wmg readiness to budge 
from the remaining 30 per cent, 
U.N. sources said. 

Meanwhile in Beirut two 
shells fell in the port area Tues- 
day but there was no reports 
of casualties or damage. 

A communique issued by the 
Arab peacekeeping force said 
two shells fell in the port area 
Tuesday morning in an attempt 
to paralyze work inside the 
harbor.

Carter said Israel’s retalia- 
tory raid against Palestinian 
refugee camps in Lebanon 
Monday was "a tragedy,” but 
added he had not yet been 
given ar official briefing on 
the action. 

The president has invited 
Begin and Sadat to meet with 
him Sept. 5 at the presidential 
retreat in the Maryland moun- 
tains to try to work out a 
peace settlement. 

“I will go back early en- 
ough to get briefed by the 
State Department, the Na- 
tional Security Council and 
others before we go to Camp 
David," he said. 

The Camp David initiative 
is seen as a political gamble 
on the part of President Car- 
ter, whose image at home and 
abroad has become tarnished 
in recent months. 

Carter is scheduled to re« 
turn from his 2-week holiday 
an Sept. 1, after a week in the 
Grand Teton National Park.

45 more bodies found 
in Iran cinema ruins 


TEHRAN, Aug. 22 (Agen- 
cies) — Discovery of 45 more 
bodies in the ruins of ihe fire- 
bombed Rex Theater in Aba- 
dan was reported Tuesday, rais- 
ing the death toll to 477. 

The Tehran newspaper “£lte- 
JaaL", in a dispatch from Aba- 
dan. said the bodies were found 
by workers pumping out tons 
of water that had been poured 
into the building by firefighters. 

•Meanwhile two more fires 
were reported Tuesday. 

A restaurant went up in fla- 
mes in a forest in western Iran 
and a factory making alcoholic 
drinks was set alight in the 
northeastern province on Kho- 
rassan. 

A man was reported killed 
and bank windows smashed, 
apparently by anti-government 
demonstrators, in the town of 
Nahavand : 

The trouble flared as autho- 
rities continued their investiga- 
tions into the disastrous Aba- 
dan fire. 

No dear motive has yet 
been made public and the 
identity of the saboteurs, loose- 
ly branded by officials as anti- 


government elements, remained 
unknown. 

Abadan police chief Gen. 
Raza Razmi said the manager 
of the cinema had been detain- 
ed along with two employees. 

Razmi said the doors of the 
cinema had been ordered lock- 
ed by the manager to stop peo- 
ple going in without paying. 

But the locked doors pre- 
vented hundreds of screaming 
people from fleeing the cinema 
as flames spread through che 
building. 

With isolated acts of violen- 
ce continuing. Iranian cities 
were edgy as a major mourn- 
ing anniversary, the assassina- 
tion of Imam AJi approached. 

Big mourning meetings are 
expected in mosques between 
Thursday and Saturday. There 
were fears that religious fervor 
could spill over into street vio- 
lence. as has happened many 
.tiroes during waves of anti- 
government rioting which 
claimed more than 5t> lives this 
year.

Army out in force 
at London Airport 


LONDON, Aug. 22 (Agen- 
cies) — Scores of army tanks 
and armored cars rolled into 
London's Heathrow Airport 
Tuesday in a show of strength 
fallowing Sunday's Arab com- 
mando attack on Israeli aircrew. 

Troops in full battledress car- 
rying automatic rifles patrolled 
the terminal area. More were 
deployed along the perimeter 
roads and carried out 
spot checks on passing 
cars. Security in the capi- 
tal and at Heathrow Airport 
has been heavily stepped up 
after the machinegun and 
grende attack on an El Al air- 
crew bus in central London in 
which iwo persons died. 

A Defense Ministry official 
said the exercise at the airport 
was pan of police counter-ter- 
rorism precautions. He dec- 
lined to say whether it had been 
planned before or after Sun- 
day's shooting. 

But it was seen as a show 
of strength following Israeli 
accusations that lax British sec- 
urity was partly responsible for 
the attack. 

Meanwhile London Police 
Chief David McNee and Home 
Secretary (Interior Minister) 
Mcrlyn Rees Tuesday decided 
to stick to their ban on securi- 
ty guards carrying guns. 

Israel has repeatedly asked 
for its guards to be allowed to 
have guns. Informed sources 
said a request was made two 
months ago for Israeli guards 
at Heathrow io be armed. 

An Israeli air hostess and a 
commando blown up by' gren- 
ade were killed in the attack 
outside a Mayfair Hotel on 
Sunday . Nine more persons 
were injured, including another 
hostess who is critically ill.

UNTIED NATIONS, Aug. 
22 (AP) — The U.N. confer- 
ence on the law of the sea re- 
sumed Monday and the chief 
U.S. delegate said be was hope- 
ful the four-week session would 
“move us closer to the goal of 
a mutually acceptable compre- 
hensive treaty" on sea law. 

But Ambassador Elliot L. 
Richardson, briefing reporters, 
also said that unless the final 
treaty gave “assured access to 
seabed minerals” the United 
Suites would not accept it no 
matter what other benefits it 
might yield.' 

American corporations are 
among those in several indus- 
trialized countries now gearing 
up to mine nodules of manga- 
nese, nickel, copper, cobalt and 
other minerals that lie on the 
unclaimed ocean floor. 

One of the questions the con- 
ference is stuck on is how much 
leeway private and state-own- 
ed companies should be given 
to mine these nodules as against 
an international seabed auth- 
ority that the treaty would set 
up to generate raining revenues 
for the benefit of developing 

countries. 

The U.S. House of Represen- 
tatives, by a vote of 312-80, 
last month approved a bill that 
would let American firms start 
such mining after 1980. The 
bill is awaiting Senate commit- 
tee consideration.

Iraq bans 
460 Western 
firms, ships 

BAGHDAD, Aug. 22 (AP) 
— The government of Iraq has 
■blacklisted 460 Western com- 
mercial and industrial firms as 
well as ships and oil tankers 
this year for violating the pan- 
Arab boycott of Israel regula- 
tions, the official Iraqi News 
Agency reported Tuesday. 

Of this total, the agency said, 
170 companies and vessels were 
American. The rest belonged 
to Britain, Canada, Holland, 
Japan, Sweden, Switzerland, 
West Germany, Belgium, Italy, 
Brazil and France, ib« agency 
added. 

It said these companies and 
ships were banned from doing 
any business with Iraq or from 
calling on Iraqi ports in accor- 
dance with the Arab League 
boycott regulations. 

Syria also announced Tues- 
day it has blacklisted an undis- 
closed number of ships flying 
Italian, British, West German. 
Swedish, Norwegian, Dutch, 
Panamanian ships.

Turkey ready to abandon 
link with US. dollar 


ISTANBUL, Aug. 22 (R) — 
Turkish Finance Minister 23ya 
M-oezanogjhi has indicated that 
Turkey was ready to abandon 
its 34-year link with the U-S. 
dollar in favor of Special Dra- 
wing Rights (SDR). 

“The Turkish currency has 
afcvays been attached to the dol- 
lar,” be told reporters on bis 
return from the United States. 
Bat he said this had meant cer- 
tain drawbacks, especially with 
the dollar’s loss of value ih the 
last few weeks. 

The minister said several 
countries had decided to peg 
their currencies to Special Dra- 


wing Rights. 

“Considering Turkey’s rela- 
tions in the economic field, it 
would be correct to switch to 
SDK's, he said. 

Muezzin oglu said that form- 
ing a special basket of curren- 
cies on which to base the lira 
“would not make much diffe- 
rence.” 

There have been widespread 
reports in the past few days 
that Turkey is about to mdve 
away from the dollar. At the 
weekend, it devalued the Tur-

The tour of the Arab League Secretary General Mahmoud 
Riad has confirmed the absence of common grounds that would 
make possible the convening of an Arab summit conference. 
Mr. Riad, who early on in his' tour noted the Arab differences 
had narrowed, returned to Cairo with the conclusions that 
divisions persisted and that a summit must be ruled out 
under the present circumstances. 

All depends on the outcome of the Camp David meeting 
bei-ween President Anwar Sadat and Israel's Mena hem Begin. 
The only meaningful work until Sept. 5 will be to keep the lid 
on Arab differences and stop their growth. The Arab League 
hopes that the scheduled conference of foreign ministers in 
Khartoum on Sept. 12 will provide the right forum to analyze 
the Camp David talks and consider options for the future. But 
as the America n-sponsored talks are taking place only a week 
before the Khartoum conference, it has been noted that there 
is not enough, time between the two meetings to absorb the 
outcome of the first. Syria has already demanded the post- 
ponement of the Khartoum conference from Sept. 12 to 19 
while Egypt has requested a meeting in Khartoum “at the 
level of experts” to prepare for a later conference of the for- 
eign ministers, preferably in New York where the Arab minis- 
ters will gather for the opening of the U.N. General Assembly 
session in the third week of September. 

So far the only countries which have approved the date 
of the Khartoum conference are those which traditionally 
shoulder Arab mediation efforts. Their interest is in eliminat- 
ing differences as quickly as possible and restore unity of 
ranks, but it now appears that events have overtaken them. 
Lebanon has joined this list of countries not only because 
it wants the Arab states to approve the extension of the deter- 
rent force's mandate by another six months. Lebanon has 
already announced that it plans to submit a formal request for 
an extension. 

In the midst of all this wait-and-see atmosphere, Morocco 
has come out with a specific request for the holding of an 
Arab summit conference toward the end of September or early 
in October. On paper, this sounds like the most sensible idea 
because it gives the Arabs time after the Camp David confer- 
ence to reach their own, conclusions about what went on in 
the U.S. 

At this point, it is difficult to predict whether the Moroc- 
can idea will ever see the light because Arab divisions remain 
very discouraging. It may be easier to convene a restricted 
summit, at the time suggested by the Moroccans for the full- 
fledged summit, that would pave the way for a general gather- 
ing of the Arab heads of state. But that again rests solely 
on the outcome of the Camp David talks. Begin has already 
done more than one would expect even from him to sabotage' 
the conference, starting with the policy of settlements and 
ending with his offer of a partial settlement with Egypt cover- 
ing only part of Sinai. So if the conference fails it should 
be easier to bring the Arabs together to hammer out a com- 
mon policy for the next phase in tbeir struggle to wrest their 
occupied lands. If, on the other hand, the Camp David talks 
succeed, it must be assumed that the agreement calls for a . 
just peace incorporating all the known Arab demands. In this 
case loo, the Arabs will have to meet to consider how to in- 
troduce peace to their area.

WASHINGTON — The cur- 
rent congressional row over 
US. economic aid to Syria has 
highlighted the growing rift in 
the Ara b- America n community 
over how to deal with the on- 
going crisis in Lebanon^ 

The split reflects the divi- 
sions within Lebanon itself, 
and threatens to put an end 
to the prospect of a strong, un- 
ified Arab- American voice on 
America's Middle East policy. 

Two rival Arab-American 
groups are competing for the 
attention of Congress and the 
White House on matters affec- 
ting the future’ of Lebanon. 

The American Lebanese Lea- 
gue, whose sympathies lie with 
the rightist factions in Leba- 
non, is lobbying Congress to 
cut off U.S. economic aid to 
Syria, on the grounds that Sy- 
rian peace-keeping troops have 
“massacred Lebanese Chris- 
tians” in their recent battles 
with rightist forces in Beirut. 

Meanwhile, the National As- 
sociation of Arab Americans, 
a six-year-old organization vie- 
wed by the Lebanese League as 
"pan-Arab” and “pro-Palesti- 
nian,’* is lobbying against ‘any

A growing rift surfaces in the ranks of Lebanese Americans 
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aid cutoff to Syria, warning 
that such a move could ‘'esca- 
late tensions and hinder the 
process of reconciliation that 
is so critical to Lebanon’s sur- 
vival.” 

The two groups are vying 
for the support of the large 
Christian Lebanese- American

The American Lebanese Lea- 
gue (ALL), as the newer of the 
two, welcomes the rivalry. The 
League believes its right-wing 
approach to the Lebanese con- 
flict is in tune with the thinking 
of most Christian Lebanese- 
Americans. 

The National Association of 
Arab- Americans (NAAA), on 
the other hand, is troubled by 
the prospect of an all-out 
“war" for the loyalty and af- 
fections of the Lebanese com- 
munity, a conflict the NAAA 
feels could seriously damage 
Arab-American interests and 
give a boost to another rival 
group, the pro-Israeli lobby. 

NAAA officials say the Le- 
banese League's gains among 
Lebanese Christians here are 


the result of “emotional ap- 
peals” which capitalize on fa- 
mily ties to Lebanon. These 
appeals have had some suc- 
cess among “politically unin- 
formed Lebanese Americans” 
one NAAA source said. 

American Lebanese League 
members do not deny that 
emotion plays a major pan in

Correcting an improper measure of Arabian cuisine in the kitchen

HOUSTON — Mastering 
the art of Mideastern cuisine 
isn’t easy. When student chefs 
of Made! a in Farah began brin- 


ging Middle bast recipes that 
continually failed to her class, 
she decided to do something 
about it, 

“I saw how erroneous Mid- 
eastern recipes were causing 
psychological effects on stu- 
dents who sincerely wanted to 
learn Mideastem cooking,'” 
said Farah, a home economics 
'instructor at Portland (Oregon) 


Community College. "After 
failing in the kitchen, they en- 
ded up not wanting any part 
of ft.” 

A year-long study of contem- 
porary Mideastem cookbooks 
proved Farah’s worst fears: 
“Most recipes bad errors in in- 
gredients, directions, utensils 
and ’measurements.” 

Determined to promote au- 
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ihentic Mideastera cuisine and 
to preserve her family’s Leba- 
nese heritage (she was bom in 
Portland, Oregon of Lebanese 
parents], Farah spent another 
four years researching and 
compiling her mother’s favo- 
rite recipes. 

“My mother uses her own 
special coffee cups and glasses 
for measuring different ingre- 
dients. and often I’d have to 
pinch of this or Lhal in order 
to properly measure the 
amounts,” Farah explained du- 
ring a recent interview in 
Houston. 

Next, a UJS. economist test- 
ed each recipe to “prove each 
was workable” for both Ame- 
rican and Mideastem cooks. 

Finally, in 1972, Farah pub- 
lished “Lebanese Cuisine.” She 
included “Lebanese” in the 
title because “so many of to- 
day’s Mideast cookbooks are 
not really representative of any 
one Mideastem cuisine; rather, 
they are collections of genera- 
lities.” 

Farah, who earned a docto- 
ral degree from the University 
of Utah, said although Ameri- 
can women are very willing to 
experiment with foreign cuisine, 
many are reluctant to pursue 
Mideastem cooking. 

“They complain that Mid- 
east food is too spicy, loo fat- 
tening and too difficult to pre- 
pare because ingredients are 
bard- to find ” she explained. 
“AU of these complaints are 
myths.”

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she said, contain simple, natu- 
ral ingredients that “are very 
healthy." 

Mujaddarah (lentil pottage) 
contains lentils, water, onions, 
olive oil. pepper and rice. It's 
a favorite of Farah's student 
cooks. “All the ingredients can 
be found, in. ‘He supermarket,” 
Farah said. “Once the students 
understand the dish and how 
easy it is to prepare, they love 
it.” 

Many Middle East cook- 
books fail to explain Arabic 
terms, utensils and techniques 
used in recipes, Farah added. 
Her book offers histories of 
cooking techniques, suggested 
daily menus, as well as descrip-’ 
tions of which dishes are app- 
ropriate on specific holidays. 

“In the Middle East, the 
chief cook in an extended fa- 
mily is queen of her home, and 
her throne is essentially in the 
kitchen,” Farah writes. **To 
the homemakers, it is a labor 
of love. 

“Mealtime is a leisurely and 


happy occasion, where the fa- 
mily is brought together in 
thanksgiving and mirth, and 
where it is at its closest.” 

A glossary of Arabic terms 
for ingredients and utensils is 
included in the book. There is 
even an Arab-English index of 
soup, salad, fish, rice, yogurt 
and bread dishes. 

“Because we use a lot of 
lamb, I provided suggestions 
for meat substitutes — like 
beef.” Farah added. 

So far, 20,000 copies of the 
200-recipe book have been 
sold in the United States, Eu- 
rope, Australia and the Mid- 
dle East. Saudi cooking enthu- 
siasts can find copies at the 
University Bookstore in Ri- 
yadh. T be book is available 
in French and English, and a 
fourth edition is due to come 
out in January. Farah is cur- 
rently trying to publish an Ara- 
bic translation. 

In the meantime, she is wor- 
king on another Mideast cook- 
book, which should be compie-

Chairman Hua tours Belgrade 


BELGRADE, Aug. 22 (R) 
— Hua Kuo-feng, the first Chi- 
nese Communist Party chatr- 
' man to ‘venture west of Mos- 
cow, Tuesday received a rous- 
ing welcome from about 
' 400,000 people when he toured 
Belgrade on the second day of 
his visit to Yugoslavia. 

The reception, believed the 
biggest and most elaborate for 
a foreign visitor here, under- 
scored the dramatic improve- 
ment in relations between Yu- 
goslavia and China during the

Western diplomats said Mos- 
cow was deeply perturbed by 
the visit and saw it as an at- 
tempt to gain a foothold in a 
traditional sphere of Soviet in- 
fluence. 

President Tito and Hua, ac- 
companied by top aides, held a 
second round of talks after 
the tour, during which officials 
said they discussed global po- 
litics and ways to improve re- 
lations. 

The* two-hour session centred 
on detente, the situation in Af- 
rica and particularly the Horn, 
the Middle East and southeast 
Asia, the officials said. 

Hua briefed Tito on Chinese 
foreign policy, including grow- 
ing links with the West and 
“Chinese relations with cer- 
tain countries" — an apparent 
reference to Peking’s strained 



relations with Moscow and Ha- 
noi. 

The leaders' aides, including 
foreign and other ministers, 
were k> confer in more detail 
on international problems and 
expanded cooperation in politi- 
cal, economic, trade and tech- 
nical fields. 

China and Yugoslavia aim 
to increase two-way trade from 
about $200 million ibis year to 
$500 million by 1980. 

The nonaligned movement, 
in which China has shown in- 
creasingly keen interest as a 
way of countering the spread 
of Soviet influence in I'hird 
World countries, was certain to 
figure prominently in the talks. 

Tito, 86, the only surviving 
founder of the 87-nation body 
and host of a turbulent meet- 
ing of nonaligned foreign mi- 
nisters here last month, recent- 
ly criticised Soviet attempts to 
use Cuba and other countries 
to tilt the grouping towards 
Moscow. 

Hua used the topic of non- 
alignment in his banquet speech 
to assail “hegemony” — Com- 
munist jargon for Soviet domi- 
nation. His attacks carried par- 
ticular force since Yugoslavia 
and Romania pursue policies 
independent of' Moscow, al- 
though Romania is formally a 
member of the Soviet bloc. 

Hegemonistic forces were at- 
tempting to undermine the non- 
aligned movement for their 
ends, he said. “They are try- 
ing at all costs to disrupt the 
unity of the nonaligned move- 
ment, to divert it and subordi- 
nate it to their own Jbegemonis- 
tic objectives. We resolutely 
support the struggle of Yugos- 
lavia to safeguard the unity 
of the non-aligned movement.”

WASHINGTON, Aug. 22 
(UPI) — The United States 
said Tuesday it was not aware 
of any decision by OPEC and 
particularly Saudi Arabia to 
increase the price of crude 
petroleum later this year. 

However, State Department 
spokesman Tom Rest on con- 
firmed “many members within 
Che Organization of Petroleum 
Exporting Countries at present 
are urging another oil price 
increase

LONDON. Aug. 22 (APV- 
A crippled Soviet nuclear 
submarine off northern Scot- 
land was in more trouble 
Tuesday with its two fine 
snapped and gales expected. 

The Echo U-dass sub sur- 
faced Saturday night after 
sending distress calls to other 
Soviet fleet unite.

Her lawyers said Tuesday 
there would be only a brief 
formal hearing which Mrs. 
Gandhi would attend in res- 
ponse to a court summons. She 
would apply for bail. 

But strict security will be in 
force. Orders have been issued 
banning demonstrations or slo- 
gan shouting near the court. 

Mrs. Gandhi is to appear 
before a sessions court charged 
with five others with conspir- 
acy and criminal misconduct 
in obtaining 139 jeeps without 
payment for use in the 1977 
general election campaign. 

She is alleged to have used 
35 of the jeeps in her own 
constituency of Rae Bareli in 
Uttar Pradesh state. 

It will be Mrs. Gandhi's sec- 
ond court appearance since her 
fall from power 17 months ago.

ports. 

An excerpt published Tues- 
day from a forthcoming book 
by Kitty Kelley, a free-lance 
writer, said Jacqueline Kennedy 
agreed to the request, saying 
“1 knew this is what the am- 
bassador (her faiher-in-Jaw, 
Joseph Kennedy) would warn 
rae to do." 

The article also said that 
after President John Kennedy 
was assassinated in 1963, his 
widow became almost totally 
dependent on Robert Kennedy, 
who himself was slain in 1968 
while campaigning for the De- 
mocratic presidential nomina- 
tion.
